The saloon nien have framed up an
agreement for. the rigid closing of
the business in Astoria on Sunday
and a large majority of the dealers
have signed i, and gave definite sign
of their purpose on Sunday last when,
it is authentically reported,
house in the city was sealed against
any and all customers.

In order to qualify the situation
and make 1t feasible for all parties to
merge their interests in some unform
way, Mayor Wise has issued a call for
u  special session of the common
council for this, Tuesday evening,
when it is proposed to submit a gen-
eral resolution, and pass it if possible,
to restrict all further issvance of li-
quor licenses in certain localities for
a given length of time; a step that is
in the interest of all cencerned in the
present mix-up, And everybody is
hoping there will be a unified vote
on the proposition, so that the exist-
ing dilemna may be called off and
tHings revert to normal and unexact-
ing conditions.
